REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are pending in this application. The Examiner has required an election 
under 35 U.S.C. § 121 of one of the following groups: 

I. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7 and 16-19, drawn to a method of treating or preventing a 
disease in a subject by administering a therapeutically effective amount of 
interferon-producing cells, classified in class 424, subclass 93.1. 

II. Claims 2, 4, 6, 8 and 1 0, drawn to a method of treating or preventing a disease 
in a subject by administering a therapeutically effective amount of interferon, 
classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 1 1-15, drawn to a method of monitoring the progression of a disease 
by measuring the number of interferon-producing cells obtained from a subject 
with a control reference sample, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1.
